~ sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Drye decision;
that_ he was an American national at the requisite.times; that'he. hes been
the owner of 200 shares of stock in the Cia, AzucareraJAtIantica del Golfe
since prior to August 6, 1960; and that he suffered a 1qss in the

amount of $6,811.201 within the meaning of Title V of the Act. Further,
the Commission finds that the amount of loss sustaincd shall be incxeased by
interest thercon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6,;1960, the date of
jess, to the date on ymich provisions are made for the settlement thereof.
